Hornet turned to a man 01 
the stage aiid said: "Do you see any 
thing very ridiculous in my remarks or 
behavior?" "Yes, ha, ha,—it's intensely 
funny—ha ha ha! Go on!" replied the 
roaring man! "This is an insult!" criec 
Hornet, wildly dancing about.

"In the rivers on. the coast of Suri- 


nam is a small fish, about the bigness of 
a smelt; which hath four eyes, two on 
each side, one above another." 
This 


lish, from its faculty of seeing double, 
is probably caught half-seas over, but 
' in swimming it is observed to keep 
the uppermost two under water." As 
many lish at particularseasons "prime" 
—that is, come to the surface and swim 
half submerged, may not the reflection 
or refraction of the water have had its 
dual cfl'ect upon tho eyes of the intelli- 
gent observer? 


Captain Leigh in his voyage to Guiana 


recounts, " Wo saw a white thing float- 
ing upon, the water, which sunk when 
the ship came within, fifty or sixty paces 
of il. It resembled a man's head with- 
out hair. 
Some said they saw a great 


many of them and observed two black 
eyes and a mouth upon them. 
We also 


saw a- strange sort of fish, about as long 
as an ordinary lamprey and equally 
round, with a large fin or crest abovo a 
foot high over its head and stopped ill a 
continued series down to its tail. 
It 
swims upon one side, so that the fin to- 
gether with the body, represents a large 
lish of a triangular form and it makes 
its way by shifting- from one side to tho 
other. But when it catches its prey the 
fin is straight and appears abovo water 
of an ashy color, though tho body is aa 
white and round as a tallow candle." 
This is corroborated by Thovenol. 


Sir Thomas Herbert gives an account 


of dolphins which he says were uo big- 
ger than a salmon and that these were 
incredibly swift. 
He was on the coast 


of Zanzibar, a, large kingdom on the 
cast side of the Cape of Good Hope. 
There he saw great numbers of dolphins 
of which he gives this description: 
"That they much eft'oct. the company of 
men and are nourished like men. They 
arc always constant to their mates and 
are so tenderly affected to their parents 
that when they are three hundred years 
old they feed and defend them against 
hungry lishcs, and when they die carry 
them ashore and bury them." 


At Kilgarring, Pembroke, there is a 


cataract in I hi; river called the Salmon 
Leaj), because they take their tails in 
their U'eth and spring over the cataract. 
This nolion still prevails in Norway and 
Sweden. 


Perhaps (he tallow-caudle fish men- 


tioned by. Captain Leigh is a relation of 
tho one noticed in the Colonist, Decem- 
ber. 187'J, as follows: 
"Iii the waters of British North 


America, as we are informed, there is a 
lish, an odd fish, as surprising in its 
way its the sea serpent, and infinitely 
more useful. 
It is a species of smelt, 


aud may be poetically described as an 
aquatic glow-worm. We are told it 
may be literally used in the same way 
as a candle, by simply setting a light to 
the tail, when it, will burn with a flame 
as steady as that of tho 'dips' which 
our grandfathers used to have to put up 
with before gas was invented. It is a 
small silvery lisli, averaging about four- 
teen inches long, is excessively fat and 
atl'onls an excellent and valuable oil-, 
which is so inflammable that the drieil 
carcass will serve as a torch. Among 
the natives the lish is known as tho 
oolahau, and by them, as by others who 
have tasted it, it is considered one of 
tho most, delicious products of the sea, 
being far more, delicate in flavor than 
the herring. 
This lisli are caught in 


wicker baskets, p.iici are smoked as much 
as vheir oily nature will allow." 


Here arc some very odd lish from the 


Danube: 


"_Thc river Danube has groat plenty 


of iisli, and one sort uncommon called 
the hellsow, a very large lish, some of 
them twenty feet long, which are sup- 
posed to come out of the Euxine Sea. 
They taste like a sturgeon, and have a. 
hollow nervous chord 'down the back, 
.which when dried they use instead of a 
whip. When they lish for them they 
blow a horn or a trumpet, the noise of 
which brings great shoals about their 
boats. There is a fish called a grundel, 
that has six boards, two short and four 
long." 


Mr. Fotherby tells us that in the Cas- 


pian Sea there is a deformed sort of a 
lish called the gjutton, whose head 
seemsto.be within its belly. It has a 
round tail seven or eight feet broad and 
as many long, by which it can overturn 
a boat. 


Poisonous fishes are often alluded to 


in ancient works and it is but due to 
their authors to say that their state- 
ments have been fully confirmed by 
subsequent inquiry into results. There 
is no doubt that congers, pike and bar- 
bel have been long and still are recog- 
nised in Europe as poisonous at certain 
seasons, and the roe of the barbel espec- 
ially so. But it is curious to observe 
that identically the same fish caua-ht in 
two different latitudes shall possess tho 
extremely opposite qualities of whole- 
somencss and otherwise. 
Dr. Smart Kldridgc states that tho 


salmon is doubtless the most common 
toxic fish of Japan. From the sprino- 
onward this fish is out of season and S 
eaten after that period of the "year oc- 
casions such accidents as follow tho eat 
ing of tainted meat.' In Japan the like 
dangers follow tho eating of tho k»toi,0 
(bonito) and the magur.o. The Lcthri- 
nus uambo can be eaten with impunity 
until it attains a certain size—say a 
length of live to five and. a half inches 
—after which it becomes poisonous. 
Here then it would appear that the age 
of the lish lias something to do with its 
injurious qualities. I'appenheim gives 
a list of more than forty poisonous spe- 
ics, principally inhabitants of the tor- 
rid /one.. 
Among !.hesc. we find mack- 


erels, perches, herrings, sea-pikes and 
a large number of species belono-ing to 
the order I'lectognathis. 
The" latter 


order contains live, genera that are pois- 
onous; the. moslconimon genus in Japan 
is llus teiitraosow, or swell lish, the spe- 
cies of which arc known by the general 
name of fiigu, so poisonous that their 
sale at certain seasons is prohibited by 
law; but there is strong evidence to show 
that, it, is Hie roe of the fish and not its 
llesh that has the fatal effects to which 
several medical men attest.— All 
tJie 
J car llvnnil.

The Fishing Frog. 


_ A description of a remarkable lish may 
interest our .readers. It is known, by 
several names .at' different localities on 
our coast. At I?roviucetown it is called 
the goose fish, because of a report cur- 
rent among tho fishermen of tliat.plaeo 
that it 'catches wild geese anil devours 
them whole. Elsewhere tho lish is called' 
tho angler, fishing frog; sea devil, bellows

;One;:day:.last summer, while on tho 
Speedwell, off Cape Cod, we saw several 
large •fishing frogs caiightin a tiwvl-net, 
the largest of which was about four feot 
in length;- Its hiige--i«outh was fifteen 
inches in expanse, and seemed to open 
directly into,its stomach, which was full 
of great flatfish- and flounders. Its rows 
of long, sharp teeth were inclined in- 
ward and could be depressed at will, al- 
lowing the easy ingress of its victim, but 
were; a sjire prevention of his ever <:s- 
caP"ing; The edge of his head anil also 
of. Jus body was adorned with a. leafy 
fringe resembling the fronds of seaweed. 
This '"together with its chameleon-like 
faculty.of varying its color, in accord- 
ance with its surroundings assists this 
unwicldly creature greatly in securine-jts 
prey. To aid it fnrthef in' obtftmino- ils 
foot!, thin /fisb Hits tliree Ionianlameiiis 
growing.out ot the middle of its head. 
Tlie.foremost of these is of especial serv- 
ice, for at Its oiid it carries a tassel, which 
•OTvesas a luro to attract the unwary prey 
within,reach .'bf'tht;.cavernous month be- 
neath tho bait, • and iu addition .to these 
peculiarities, the pectoral and ventral 
fins'?iro'jointed, and the fish, using these 
as foet, is enabled to walk over the bot- 
tom of .the sea. ?•• The.'lishing frog seems 
to proceed somewhat in this inanner for 
the purpose of obtaining his food. Mov- 
ing along the'bottom of tho sea, he seeks 
some suitable position among the sea-

out his fishing rod and bait and 'waves it 
nv«im,i i,i ti,y ,yater, until.aoine unsu.s- 


pecting fish comes up to seize it, whnri 
tho angler, snatching the bait out of. the 
way, swallows the fish. The young ones 
present a more curious appearance even 
than the adult. Tho filaments on the 
head arc more numerous and arc tree- 
like in shape, the pectoral fin is much 
longer and has long spines on it, and 
the fins at the side are very large in 
comparison to the body. The tishing 
frog is very rapacious, and often swal- 
lows lish as largo and heavy as itself; 
such is the expansibility of-its stomach, 
it is not eaten, but when captured by 
fishermen, it is preserved because of tho 
other fish often found in its stomach, and 
which it is compelled to disgorge by tho 
simple process of holding it upside down. 
Many stories are told of the gooselish 
and its voracit.y. It has been known to 
scix.c on coiltish as they were drawn, from 
the water, and was with difficulty forced 
to loosen its hold. The specimens wo 
saw hauled oil board the vessel were 
full of lish they had swallowed on their 
journey in tho trawl from the depth of 
iiflecn fathoms.—Sea. World.

—Ginger Snaps.—Boil together one 
pint ot molasses and teacupfulof butter. 
Let it stand till cool; add two table- 
spoonsginger and one teaspoonful soda, 
flour to roll. ; Bake quick, in thin 
rounds, on a .flat sheet. 


—To Clean Marble.—Take two parts 
of common soda, one part of pumice- 
stone and one part of finely powdered 
chalk;.sift it through a fine sieve and 
mix it with water; then rub it well all 
over the marble and the stains will bo 
removed; then wash the marble over 
with soap and water and it will be as 
clean as it was at first. 


—Scalloped Tomatoes.—Peel the to- 


matoes and cut in, slices one-fourth of an 
inch thick; pack: in a pudding-dish in 
alternate layers with a forcemont made 
of bread crunifes, butter, salt, pepper and 
a little white sugar spread thickly on 
each layer of tomatoes; and when the dish 
is nearly full, put tomatoes uppermost, a.

Some breeds of sheep waut much 
more salt than others; and a-min, when 
feeding on different kinds of grass, or 
m wetter or drier pastures, a greater or 
less quantity of salt is required to keep 
them in good condition. 
For these 


reasons the sheep should have free ac- 
cess at all times to salt, to take little or 
much, the same as man does according 
to the craving of the appetite. 
• £ Tb-est kind of salt for this purpose 
is the Liverpool rock, which ought to 
be placed in large lumps in open toxes 
m different parts of the pasture, where 
the sheep can come and lick it as often 
as they choose. In this way they will 
never take an excess. This salt costs a 
nigner price than common salt, but the 
Riving of it is attended with so much 
less labor that we think it the cheapest 
in the end. The best way we have found 
to give fane common salt is to take Ions 
troughs, smear the bottom of them with 
tar and sprinkle it with as much salt as 
will stack to the tar. Sheep cannot then 
well take an excess of this, and the lit- 
tie tar they get with it is very healthful 
lor them.— Exchange.

western. All the bonds except eight 
wero afterwards called in and nettled by. 
tho city, but these havo not been heard 
from until last year. They were-payable in 
twenty years from date, and tho suit was 
lommeuced in Madison, just three |days 
before 
they would have become out- 


lawed. Tho city by Attorney Wiuans 
and City Attorney Hyzer entered a de- 
murrer, but it was over-ruled by the 
Court. Following this came propositions 
to settle the matter. The holder 'of the 
bonds claimed that by the law ho was* en- 
titled to interest on tho coupons as well 
as the bonds, so that the whole would 
amount to about $15,000. Later he was 
induced to express himself as willing to 
take .$9,000, which would bu a little less 
than, the Cace-of" the bonds and the sim- 
ple interest. 


The Council last night talked this mat- 


ter over, and finally decided that in view 
of all the facts in the case, it was better 
to compromise in accordance with the 
concessions of the bondholder, and ac- 
cordingly instructed tho City Treasurer 
and Finance Committee to settle the claim 
by tho payttiont of $9,000, although the 
Council would not admit that the city was 
legally liable. The Treasurer was au- 
thorized to negotiate for u loan necessary 
to make the settlement, said loan ; to be 
payable next October.
